:hat the references fail to show certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., 
stching agent comprising hydrogen halide (HX), such as HF, HCI, and HBr" and "etching agents comprising hydride 
lalogen" (paragraph [0005]); "etching agent selected from the group comprising CI, SF6, or HBr" (paragraph[0013]); or 
"etching agent comprises HF, HCI, or HBr" (paragraph [0021]); and "'second etching agent is from CI2, SF6, or HBr" (paragraph 
[0023])) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the 
specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1 181 , 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

Applicants note that Aoi teaches that H20 plasma can be used for etching an organic film, but does not disclose or suggest that 
H20 plasma can be used for etching silicon is acknowledged. However, the limitation of "etching agent" is not used to etch the silicon in 
ihe claim. It is "called" as an etching agent and it is used for "treating" the silicon in the claim. Therefore, H20 would read on claimed 
etching agent. 

Further more, Aoi and Yeh, are simply used to establish that H20 as etching agent. It is not necessarily for H20 to etch silicon to 
be "called" an "etching agent". Further more, since, in the claims, the "etching agent" is used or claimed for "treating" but not etching. 
Therefore, how the H20 is used does not matter since the "etching agent" is generally claimed for "treating", which can be anything. 
Furthermore, ashing would be a form of etching since etching is just removing material from a surface, which is exacly what ashing is
